And Whereas the said Shri Rahul Rai Sur, IPS is continuing on 
deputation with United Nations unauthorisedly beyond 31st May 2004 
and as such was issued with a Notice under the provisions of Rule 7 (2) 
(c) of the All India Services (Leave) Rules, 1955, on 2nd March 2005 
calling for his explanation as to why the provisions of the said rule 
should not be invoked in his case ; 

And Whereas the said Shri Rahul Rai Sur, IPS did not respond to the 
above said Notice and he was given a last chance through the Permanent 
Mission of India to the United Nations to furnish his explanation vide 
this Ministry’s communication of even number dated 20th May 2005 ; 

And Whereas the said Shri Rahul Rai Sur, IPS chose to ignore the 
said communication also ; 

And Whereas the matter was further considered and it was found 
desirable to invoke the provisions of rule 7 (2) (c) ibid in his case in view 
of his cotinued unauthorized absence and non-response to this Ministry's 
Communications ; 

And Now, Therefore, the President, in exercise of his powers conferred 
by the provisions of rule 7(2) (c) of the All India Services (Leave) Rules, 
1955, is pleased to treat Shri Rahul Rai Sur, IPS (MH-81) as deemed to 
have resigned from the Indian Police Service with effect from the date 
of issue of this notification, Shri Rahul Rai Sur, IPS (MH-81) shall also 
stand relieved from the Indian Police Service from the date.
